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SANDWICH FILLINGS. 


Several Good ‘Varieties That Are 
Worth I'ryiug. f 

Every housewife 1s more or less in- 
terested in sandwich fillings. Here 
are several good ones worth trying: 

Use walnuts, pecans, almonds or a 
mixture of the three. 
a few black walnuts gives a piquant 
flavor of whic... many ‘people are fond. 
Brown or grahaw bread is nice for 
these-sandwiches. ‘Ihe nuts are chop- 
ped quite fine. The bread Is cut very 
thin, and on each ‘slice Js lald a let- 
tuce leaf. A teaspoonful of. rich: may- 
onualse dressing is spread over the let- 
tuce, and this is.sprinkled thickly with 
the chopped nuts.. The top slice of the 
sandwich, after being Nghtly ~spread 
with butter, has also a. spreading of 
mayonnaise dressing. Some people like 
a grating of Parmesan cheese with the 
nuts, and this can be used or not as | 
desired. The garnishlog of. this’ dish 
should be leaves of delicate green let- 
tuce and set In euch a shelled halt 
walnut. 

The remalus of cold fowl and ‘of 
cold ham or tongue can be used up, 
the mixture belnpg especially tasty. 
The meat in equal portions !s put 


through a chopping machine until it fs ‘ 


fine enough to be almost paste. Pep- 


per and salt and a very tiny pinch of - 
ground nutmeg are used for seasoning. ' 


The mixture-should be wet with somo 
strony chicken stock. If no stock Is 
bandy {it should be well mixed with 
some good.melted butter, sufficient:to 
make It soft enough to spread easily. 
White bread, lightly buttered, !s used 
for these sandwiches, which are cnt in 
squares or diamond shapes, 

Use the remains of cooked poultry, 
game or shellfish, cutting them into 
smal}, neat pieces. Lay the meat on 
thin slices of buttered toast. Spread 
with a thick sauce. For poultry or fish 
mayonnalse .Is_ preferable, .while for 
game a thick white sauce is best. Gar- ; 
nish the tops of the sandwiches with ‘ 
white of egg and pickles chopped fine. :

It Is 
just like feeding.‘ mothers who _per- 
sist in giving the baby. a graham 
cracker every hour or. two “Just. to 
amuse it.”

| tain European countries all bread sold 
from the bakeries must stand this test; 
otherwise !t is condemned. Take a 
| few crumbs of the bread after it Is 
| dry.. Crumble it fine and put in-a 
Cloth, a plece of muslin belng-the best 
for the purpose. Dip In water and 
,; Squeeze through the cloth. If {t ‘all 
runs through-Jt Is good; if !t turns to 
paste and a portion of the thick mass 
remains in the cloth, the bread ts not 
wholesome. _ Test your bread in this 
way, and If It proves good feed It to 
the baby, Crumble It’ fine, mix and 
stir fn lukewarm water and‘feed !t to 
him with a spoon or through a nipple. 
The latter Is the best ‘method where 
the baby is fed constantly on this diet. 
| But to make feeding easier It Is neces- 
sary to make the hole In the nipple Jar- 
ger, that the food can be drawn 
through. To make this food more pal- 
atable the addition of a little grape or 
milk sugar {s needed. Common white 
or powdered sugar’ may be used, but 
{ always sparingly. Too much sugar In 
, any form leads to diseases: that later 
attack the young man or’ the young 
woman or may even. antch them in 
babyhaod.

They Were Once Very Gorgeous and 
Worn In the Daytime. 

In the middle ages night robes, as a 
general thing, were unknown lururles. 

Under the Tudors royalty and no- 

bility had them made of silk or vel- 
vet, and, as the old books say, “hence 
no washing was necessary.” 
, A night robe of black satin bound 
with black taffeta and edged with vel- 
vet of the same color was dalntily 
fashioned for Anne Boleyn. 

More )uxurious still was one owned 
by Queen Bess, It was of black vel- 
vet,-fur Iiued, and greatly offset by 
flowing borders. of silk lace. And in 
1508 her majesty gave orders ' that 
George Brodigman should deliver 
“threescore and six best sable skynnes, 
to furnlsh us a night gown.” Four 
years later her highness orders the 
delivery of “twelve yards of purple 
velvet, friezed on the back syde, with 
white and russet silke,” for a night 
gown for herself and also orders the 
delivery of fourteen yards of murry 
damask for the “makynge of a night 
gowne” for some one else. 

Night gowns for ladies of a later 
period were called “nyght vails.” Yo 
Queen Anne's time it was the fashion 
' to wear them over the customary dress 
{n the streets in the daytime, when out 
on a pleasure walk.

MARINE TURTLES. 


| How They Are Stripped of Their 

i Shella While Alive. 

| The shells shipped from the Colon 
district are taken from: turtles caught 
on the Lagarto and San Blas coasts of 
the Caribbean sea during the months 
of May, June, July and August, when 
they approach the shore to deposit 
eggs, which are lald on the sandy 
beaches above high water mark at 
night. Holes are dug about one and a 
half feet deep and the eggs deposited 
therein. Generally about three layings 
‘are made during a perlod of nine 
weeks. -The eggs are lightly covered 
with sand and left to be hatched out 
by the heat of the sun. The turtles are 
caught either while on shore or in the 
water by means of nets. — 

Ag a ruie, they are killed immediately 
after being caught, cleaned and the 
shell frame washed with sand. But on 
the San Blas cogst the Indlans do not 
kill them, but at once proceed to re- 
move the shell by subjecting the tur- 
tles to great heat, afterward throwing 
the turtles back into the sea. By the 
application of heat the successive plates 
of shell come off very easily. 

Turtles caught in these waters vary 
in size from one to four and a half feet 
long, with a maximum weight of 150 
pounds, and the average weight of 
shell obtained from each is from six to 
seven pounds. The commercial value 
of tortoise shell depends upon the thick- 
ness and size of the plates rather than 
upon the brilliancy of the colors.

Solemn Farces That Have Been Ene 
acted In the British Navy. 

It is a rule in the British navy that 
when a ship fs cust away or otherwise 
lost a court martial must sit in order 
to upportion the blame. Sometimes 
these courts really try and condemn 
those that are held to be responsible. 
At other times thelr duties are, from 
the very nature of the catastrophe, 
more or less nominal. 

Thus, when the Serpent was lost of 
the Spanish coast, a court martial as- 
sembled and solemnly “tried” three or- 
dinary blucjackets, the sole survivors, 
although they of course had no more to 
do with the error in navigation which 
led up to the catastrophe than the man 
in the moon. 

A similar solemn farce was enacted 
after the loss of the Captain. in the 
bay of Biscay, when 483 officers and 
men lost thelr lives. In this case a 
gunner named James May, one of the 
elghteen who escaped from the wreck, 
was the nominal “culprit.” The ver- 
dict was that the loss of the ship was 
due to instability und faulty construc- 
tion. This really amounted to a vote 
of censure on Mr. Cowper Coles, the 
designer, but as he went down with 
the ungainly monster he had created 
be was beyond the reach of eltber 
blame or praise. 

On another occasion a small “middy” 
of thirteen years of age was put upon 
his trial, and once, it is said, a court 
martial assembled on a cat, which 
chanced to be the sole living thing 
found aboard a derelict frigate.

TO BUILD FLOUR MILL: 


At a meeting of the Alberta 
Farmers’ association, held at 
Cardston Saturday Feb. 2nd, it 
wasdecidedto erecta flour mill | 
andelevator at the station. The 
executive committee of the assoc- 
iation and 11 others were appoin- 
ted to take the initiative. Tha 
mill will be 159 barrel3 and tha 
elevator 40,090 bushels, Itis ox- 
pected that the work will be 
commenced at once and pushed 
to completion just as soon as 
possible, The question of the es- 
tablishment of a creamery is also 
being taken int» consideration 
and it is quite likely that the 
government will be asked to put 
in its usual share. Over 400 cows 
have already been secured if the 
creamery can be established. 


Be FOR MECHAN- 
CAL USES. 


The eee high price of 
alcohol has directed the attention 
inventors elsewhere -when 
seeking iltuminants, fuel for gas 
engines solvents for varnishes 
and general sources of heat and 
energy. The consequence is 
that we have gasoline engines in 
automobiles and Jaunches during 
work that could be done more 
cheaply, more safely and far 
more less offensively by alcohol 
engines provided the manufac- 
ture of alcohol were not obstruc- 
ted and burdened by taxation 
and restrictions states the Toronto 
Globe. Unlike petroleum alcohol 
can be produced continuously 
and the gupply i3 inexhaustible. 
It can be manufactured from 
almost any vegetable substance 
and its free production would af- 
ford a market for potatoes’ and 
sugar beet refuse, for wheat 
injured by frost and for many 
farm and garden products now 
regarded as worthless. It is es- 
timated that for heat light, or 
power, a gallon of alcohol is 
equal to two gallons of kerosene, 
and that from corn at sixty. cents 
per bushel it can be produced for 
12 certs pnr gallon. Obviously 
there is in it great potentiality for 
industrial develop..ent as well as 
an easy escape from the monop- 
elistic control of the sources of 
petroleum. 

The iudustrial countrys of 
Kurope were first to appreciate 
the value of cheap alcohol, and 
‘have moved to exempt it in var- 
ious ways frum the imports that 
make it unprofitable for mechan- 
ical uses. Canada moved in the 
matter some time ago, and re- 
duced the prices to such an ex- 
tent that American. varnish 
makers and other users of alcohol 
obtained their supplies from the 
Dominion. When Congress 
awakened to the opportunity leg- 
islation was adapted permitting 
the profitable reduction of prices 
below the Canadian level. 

Still the price in both countries 
is.far above the natural cost of 
production, and also above the 
level of wide usefulness. 

The chief considerations in 
every country are the large rev- 
enues derived from the use of 
alecohol.as a beverage and the 
moral. injury that would:follow its 
free manufacture and sale. The 
difficulty to be over come is in 
finding acheap method or ren- 
dering alcohol offensive as a be- 
verage but still useful in the arts. 
At present the cost of ‘‘denat- 
uring’’ or rendering it unpalat- 
able or poisonous is greater than 


did this as otherwise it would not

STOCK IN BAD WAY AND 
HAY SCARCE 


—_— O— 


Arthur Parks of the Beaver 
Dam trail, was in Calgary Thurs- 
day onhis way to the hospital 
suffering from a badly frozen heel. 
Mr. Parks is ranching about 20 
miles north-east of Calgary. 
Whén asked what he thought of 
the cattle situation, Mr. Parks 
stated that in his opinion the cit- 
izens of Calgary were raising a 
howl about a very small item, re 
the fuel famine in comparison to 
what the stock men had to cone 
tend with this winter. 

In the first place hay is getting 
very short, and in Mr. Park’s 
opinion the price of hay will 
without doubt reach the high 
figure of $20 in a very short time, 
‘Lhe supply of hay in the country 
will be exhausted in a very short 
time owing to the cattle being 
unable the rustle, owing to their 
weakened condition. 

Mr. Parks remarked that it 
was very hard for gity people to 
form an idea as to the ability of 
the wind out in his section of the 
eoumry. In many places on the 
trail from Mr. Hayr ranch to Nose 
Creek the snow 18 lying in drifts 
of 20 and 30 feet and when 
the spring reaches this portion of 
the globe the trail will be impas- 
sible, all of which tends to oring 
the price of hay up tu a very high 
figure. 

ln the morning after a very 
haid storm Mr. Parks started out 
Wo see how his cattle were standing 
it, and would find it very hard 
to distinguish his stock from the 
snow. ‘The force of the wind 
driving the snow so hard on the 
animals that the only portion 
distinguishable and not covered 
with an inch of enow would be 
their eyes. 

When asked ag to the effect 


‘of this mild streak of weather. 


Mr Parks said that he sincerely 
hoped that it would not get any 
mulder as the cattle are in snch a 
weak condition that two days of 
very warm weather would kill 
over one third of the entire stock 
in that portion..of the country. 
As itis, Mr. Parks believes that 
on account ot the above reason, 
there will be a very heavy loss. 

Dr. Ingsis looki.g after Mr. 
Parks aud trusta that there will 
be no serious results from the 
frozen heel. 


DIED SUDDENLY 

London, Feb. 7.— Right . Hon. 
Geo. Joachim Goschen (Viscount 
Goscnen) “died suddenly to-day 
at his residence, Scacox Heath, 
Hawkhurst, of heart failure. His 
death was quite unexpected. Vis- 
count Goschen,, who wasborn in 
1831 had a distinguished public 
career. He was Chancellor ofthe 
Exchequer in Lord Salisbury’s 
second administration, and after- 
wards was First Lord of the Ad- 
miralty, serving in this ace 
for five years.
